This probably is 
accounted for by the fact that -the 
Germans have not sufficient forces to 
attack the almost impregnable line 
of fortifications, while the French are 
too busy elsewhere to attempt an in- 
vasion of the lost provinces. vy 
have set themselves the task of get- 
ting the Germans out of Northeastern 
France, and if this can be accom- 
plished they are faced with the neces- 
sity of attacking the German positions 
in Alsace-Lorraine. 

Of the result of the operations 

around the line of fortifications of 
Antwerp there is considerable 
mystery. Last night the Belgian 
Legation at London announced that 
the Belgians had been compelled, be- 
fore a violent artillery attack, to fall 
back east of the River Senne, toward 
the Nethe. This was taken to mean 
that some of the forts had fallen, 
and the German report is- 
sued today, asserts as a fact that 
Forts Lierra, Waelhem and Konigs- 
hoyck had been taken with redoubts 
and earthworks, and that the Ger- 
mans had entered the line of forts 
through the breaches. 
Later the Belgian Minister, on au- 
thority ot a telegram from Antwerp, 
declared that the forts had not been 
captured, although Waelhem was bad- 
ly damaged. 

The forts, although important, are 
only the first line of ense of the 
city and besides two more powerful 
lines, the besiegers will have to con- 
tend with a large inundated area.

Heretofore fortresses have not stood 
long before the bigger sieZe guns 
which have been brought up.

The Germans have also been ac- 
tive in two widely-separated parts of 
Belgium. They visited Tournai on Sat- 
urday and announced that they were 
an advance guard of 10,000 men pro- 
to Lille; while last night and 
this morning fighting was going on as 
far to the east as Lanaeken, north- 
west of Maastricht. One report said 
that Lanaeken was on fire, but anoth- 
er declared that it was a near-by vil- 
lage that was burning. A number of 
fugitives have arrived at Maastricht, 
as well as some Belgian soldiers, who 
had been interned, 

The battle is still raging along the

‘MONARCHS AT FRONT. 

Three monarchs, the Russien Em- 
peror, the German Emperor and the 
King of Belgium, and the President of 
France, are now taking part in the 
battles or are on their way to visit 
the troops im the field. The German 
Emperor has been on both eastern 
and western frontiers, while King Al- 
bert has been on the actual firing line 


The Russian Emperor has ieft 
Petrograd for the front and Presi- 
dent Poincare, accompanied by his 
ministers, is well on his way from 
Bordeaux to give greetings to the men 
on the firing line. 

In both Italy and Roumania a con- 
siderable difference of opinion has 
arisen as to What steps, if any, the 
governments should take regarding 
the war. Some are for war and oth- 
ers for a continuation of neutrality. 
If the report coming from Rome to- 
day that I sailors have occt- 
pied Aviona is true, Italy hes taken 
action which will almost certainly in- 
volve her. Aviona, “the Gibraltar of 
the Adriatic,” has long been coveted 
by both Italy and Austria. During the 
war between Italy and Turkey, when 
Aviona belonged to Turkey, it was the 
scene of a daring exploit by the Ital- 
lan navy under thé Duke of Abruzzi. 
The jealousy of Austria was imme- 
diately aroused, and as a result, an 
agreement was reached whereby Tur- 
key’s European possessions were im- 
mune from attack.

GERMAN TRENCHES ~ 
ARE CAPTURED.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—President 
Wilson and George Harvey, former 
editor of Harper's Weekly, but now of 
the North American Review, whose 
controversy over the support of Har- 
per’s Weekly furnished one of the 
chief incidents of Mr. Wilson's cam- 
paign for the Presidency, celebrated 
“Peace Sunday” today by a harmony 


It was their first meeting since their 
talk in 1911 in the presence of Henry 
Watterson, editor of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, which gave rise to 
Mr. Watterson’s later attacks on Mr. 
Wilson and led Mr. Harvey to with- 
draw his support from Mr. Wilson for 
the Presidential nomination. 
Mr. Harvey called at the White 
House at the invitation of Mr. Wilson 
to discuss the European situation and 
the fall campaign. In the last issue 
of his magazine Mr. Harvey praised 
the President's attitude since the out- 
break of war in Europe and suggested 
that he wait patiently for the psycho- 
logical moment to urge peace. He also 
advocated the election of a Demo- 
cratic Senate and House in November. 
The President and Mr. Harvey re- 
mained in conference for more than 
an hour in the President's study. It 
was said at the White House later 
that the meeting was most friendly, 
and that the past difference was not 
referred to. 

In December, 1911, Mr Whlson, 
then Governor of New Jersey, talked 
with Harvey and Henry Watterson in 
a New York club. The three were 
fast friends and the editors worked 
together in Mr. Wilson's interest in 
New Jersey. 

In January, 1912, Mr. Watterson is- 
sued the statement which informed 
the public for the first time that there 
head been a breach at a club confer- 
ence between Mr. Wilson and “the 
two colonels,” as they came to be 
styled. Watterson referred to Gov. 
Wilson as “a schoolmaster, not a 
statesman,” and said he had treated 
the two veteran Democratic editors 
as if they were school boys. The 
charge of ingratitude also was made, 
the statement relating that, when 
asked by Harvey whether the support 
of Harper’s Weekly was embarrassing 
him, Gov. Wilson had replied that it 
was.

If we had no reason for encouraging 
conditions conducive to peace we 
should find ample justification in the 
fact that the burdens of war are no 
longer borne by those who are direct 
Participants in it. Today every neutral 
itself greatly embar- 
rassed by the disturbance which the 
Duropean war has wrought in every 
department of human activity. 

OLD FALLACY EXPLODED. 
“We must not be discouraged if 
this, the greatest of all wars broke 
out just when we were most hopeful 
of the substitution of reason for force 
international 
disputes. It may be that the world 
needed Oné more awful object lesson 
to prove conclusively the fallacy of 
the doctrine that preparedness for 
war Can give assurance of peace. This 
assumption is built upon the theory 
that peace rests upon fear, whereas 
all history proves the contrary. Con- 
tinuous preparation for war presup- 
poses the existence an enemy 
must be hated until he can be dver- 
come, but that hatred begets hatred, 
and revenge is the heaviest load that 
mankind can carry. 

“Most of the errors which man com- 
mits in international affairs arise from 


failure to understand the fundamental 
truth that moral principles are as bind- 


ing upon nations as upon individuals. 
A nation is but a group of individuals 
and no group, however numerous, can 
expunge one syllable of the moral 
law. One of the encouragements to 


| be drawn from the present European 


conflict is to be found in the fact that 
the governments involved vie with 


each other in refusing to admit that h 


they began it. We have taken a long 
step in advance when no civilized na- 
tion will either admit a desire for 
war or confess an intention to inaugu- 
rate it.” 

In conclusion, the secretary said: 

“Man has spent a considerable part 
of his time in the work of destruction. 
In the day that is dawning he can 
devote all his efforts to production. 


There is as much inspiration in a 


noble life as in a heroic death.

— — 


An Army Advancing into Hostile 

Territory Can for a Time Secure 

Subsistence from Inmabitants. 

[Scientific American: As an army 
advances into hostile territory it 
usually expects to depend on the in- 
habitants to a large extent for its sup- 
plies and maintenance. 

Supplies of food are, as a ule, to 
be found for. séveral days in every 
town or village, and each householder 
usually has sufficient quantity to pro- 
vide his family for a few days, conse- 
quently, at least the same number of 
soldiers as there are individuals in thd 
household can obtain subsistence there 
for a day or two. This method is one 
which distributes more uniformly, if 
not in the best way, the burdens of the 
subsistence among all the inhabitants, 

makes it possible to subsist the 
greatest number 6f men in a given sec- 
tion of a cotintry. 

An exception should always be made 
in favor of the poorer classes, who at 
the best of times are barely able to 
provide for their own families. 

The following exceptions are usually 


e! 

First—Any houséholder who has 
entertained a wounded man in his 
house is “exempted from the quarter- 
ing of soldiers.” (Article V. Geneva 
convention of 1864, acceded to by the 
United States March 1, 1882.) 

Second—Charitable institutions; hos- 


billeted upon them. 

The advantage of this system is that 
the men at the end of a day’s march 
find their meal ready cooked and pre- 
pared. The disadvantages are that it 
causes very t dispersion and sepa- 
ration of the different units. In addi- 
tion, this method may lead to oppres- 
sion on the part of the troops, if they 
are not treated ag liberally as they con- 
sider they should be. The dispersion 
of the troops prevents the officers en- 
forcing strict compliance with orders 
and is subversive of discipline. 

A supply of uniform clothing must 
be provided from the home country, 
and a sufficient reserve available at all 
times to réplace the losses which occur 
in active service. In foréign armies 
every soldier's kit must at all times 
contain an absolutely new uniform ; 
this uniform the man is required to 
put on only when the order for mobili- 
gation is received. The troops, conse- 
quently, march into the field in new 
clothing, Which arrangement very

At the morning service of the First

If the throne of the Kaiser, the 
throne of the Czar, and the thrones 
of all emperors and kings had been 
founded on the teachings of Jesus 
Christ, there would never have been 
this tragedy of war. This war is in 
Europe because the nations have for- 
gotten God and have given themselves 
up to the leadership of commercial- 
and miHtarism. The great enemy 
of Germany is not Russia, France nor 
England. The greatest enemy of Ger- 
many is the militarist party of Ger- 


many and those leaders who have led 


the German people to think that war 
can bring them material success. The 
greatest_enemy of Russia is not Ger- 
many, England nor France. It is the 
militarist party in Russia. The great- 
est enemy of France is not Germany, 
nor Russia. The deep and dark en- 
emy of France is the materialism and 
luxury which has taken the place of 
holiness in the national life of France. 
The greatest enemy of England is not 
to be found in Russia and it is not 
to be found in Germany nor Austria 
nor Italy. Whatever enemy there is 
will be found in her own failure to 
emphasize the high ideals of the life 
of the Galilean. Here is to be found 
the cause of the present war. The peo- 
ple are not entirely at fault. They 
have been led astray. They have been 
seduced by false issues. They have 
been led in the militarist attitude. The 
Master said: ‘It must be that offenses 
come, but woe unto that man by 
whom the offense cometh!" This war 
is chargeable to human beings who 
have led the national life in the wrong 
way and have forgotten God. We are 
here to pray for peace. There can 
be no peace in Europe until the na- 
tions come before God and promise to 
fulfill His word and keep faith with 
His righteousness. There are no high- 
ways of the mighty in the world save 


the highways of holiness which God 


hath built. ; 

“There will be world-wide peace 
some day. We may not live to see it. 
There are some who think world- 
wide peace is impossible. On the con- 
trary, world-wide peace is not only 
not impossible, it is inevitable. God 
has dedicated the human race to mor- 
al victory. When mankind has learned 
the holy lesson of the cross, when 
statecraf\ is based on the Sermon on 
the Moum, when the world prays the 
Lord's Prayer, then will humanity

THE CURSE OF WAR, 


Rev. R. W. Abberley, pastor of the 
Magnolia-avenve Christian Church. 
preached on “The Cause, the Curse 
and the Cure of War.” He took as his 
text the words of Jesus in Matthew 
XXVI: 52. “All they that take the sword 
— perish with the sword.” He said 


part: 

“War is a relic of barbarism and 
in a civilized state should be intol- 
erable. War has been called the ‘moth- 
er of civilization,’ but no one can 
contemplate its horrors—the killing of 
the flower of the youth of a nation, 
the sacked cities, the destroyed har- 
vests, the thousands of widows and 
helpless orphans, and the broken lives 
of the crippled and wounded without 
realizing it is the curse and not the 
promoter of civilization. There is no 
more justification for nations settling 
their differences by appeal to force 
and bloodshed than there is for in- 
dividuals to hire ‘gun-men’ to settle 
their quarrels. 

“The fault is in the system of mili- 
tarism. The remedy is international 
arbitration through an international 
court whose decisions are enforced 
by an international police army or- 
ganized to keep order. The supreme 
solution of war is the vital, spiritual 
force of the Christianity of Christ. 
Men are asking, ‘Has Christianity 
broken down in Europe?’ We answer, 
‘No, it hag not yet been half tried.’ 
When nations, both citizens and rul- 
ers, learn to love God and their fellow 
men, prejudice and national hatred 
and jealousy will cease.” 


THE RED CROSS FLAG. 


From the words of Jesus, ‘Ye be- 
lieve in God, believe also in me,’ Dr. 
D. F. Howe, pastor of the Westlake 
Methodist Episcopal Church, spoke on 
Jesus as the master musician of the 
master instrument, the human soul. 
He said in part: “We not only play 
music, but music plays on us. The 
most wonderful instrument in 
world is the human soul. If it were 
not for its response to music there 
would be no need for any musical in- 
struments in the world. Neitner would 
there be any use for the great musi- 
clans. They are great in fame because 
the soul is great in appreciation. But 
they have never played on the soul 
to the utmost of its power to receive. 
Jesus played on the soul divine melo- 
dies. He appeals to its power to trust. 
He asks the soul to trust Him even 
as it trusts God. No mere man dare 
ask such 4 thing as this. And Jesus 
does not ask it without proving his 
right to ask it. He does the things 
that only God can do. He lived a life 
that only a divine man could. On the 
eve of his death, when his disciples 
are filled with sorrow and disappoint- 
ment; when their souls are playing a 
dirge in the shadow of the cross, he 
says, ‘Let not your heart be troubled; 
ye believe in God, believe also in me.’ 
He declares that through death He is 
going to prepare a place for them. 
That the cross is the way to victory. 
That cross once despised as much as 
we today despise the gallows, has by 
His death been made one of the most 
popular figures in architecture and 
jewels. Will there ever be a man 80 
great that if he hung on the gallows 
great that if hung on the gallows 
a popular figure for the - jewelers’ 
handicraft? There is one flag in Eu- 
rope today on the battlefield that no 
nation dare fire upon; the flag of the 
Red Cross. There would be no such 
flag but for the red cross of Calvary 
Jesus would silence the dirge on the 
human soul and play on it the major 
tones of victory.”

He 
did not mean, then, by love, looseness 
of thinking and religious principle 
born of indifference and want of con-

“No one word can convey his mean- 
ing. The best way to understand what 
he meant by the term translated 
love, is to coin it into a sentence 
He meant, good will toward men, in- 
tensified and sanctified. It is some- 
thing to be exercised between man 
and man. It is intensified because it 
is not simply good wishing. It acts, 
It is sanctified because born of the 
opel. 
ae ve is what the world needs. 
Love in the heart of men would end 
war. It would end the work of the 
divorce courts. It would heal all 


divisions in the body of Christ. It is 


a mark of manhood in Christ. There 
are three well-defined periods of 
Christian growth. Most of us begin 
in fear, then live right from a sense 
of duty , but do not come to full man- 
hood until we act and live by love 
How may we cultivate this in our- 
selves? 

“Meditate on God's good will and 
love. We cannot command our 
hearts so that they obey us, but we 
may bring them under influences 
which will melt and mold them. 

„se what you already have. Let 
it epeak to the troubled to comfort 
them. Let it give to the hungry to 
feed them. Let it give to the chil- 
dren of want. Let dit forgive injuries 
and bear insults. Let it shine in our 
homes. It will then grow stronger. 

“If you want to be happy, to for- 
get your own woes, to have more of 
good will in your heart, practice good 
will toward men, intensified and sanc- 
tified by the gospel.”

“To work is no disgrace, but to be 
idle and do nothing useful is a dis- 
grace, Jesus Christ was a working 
man. The woman who works finds 
herself a real companion of the great- 
est and best man that ever lived. 

“Let us notice then a few things 
concerning the successful saleslady. 

“Aim to be the very best and most 
efficient clerk in your store. 

“Sooner or later the question of 
wages will be affected by your knowl- 
edge of the business and your effi- 
ciency in doing the work required of 
you. I believe that the young wom- 
an who can do the work of a clerk as 
efficient and successfully as a young 
man ought to receive the same wages 
as a young man. A lady writing 
me says: ‘Married women who 
have husbands making good salaries 
ought not to continue to occupy posi- 
tions as saleswomen when there are 
so many unmarried young women 
need the work.’ It is rather difficult 
for us to make a hard and fast rule 
for married women to follow. Each 
Case must be settled by itself, on its 
own merits. 

“Be courteous and tactful. A noted 
writer has said, There might be an 
excuse for dishonesty, but there is 
none for @iscourtesy. Dishonesty is 
usually the result of weakness, but 
discourtesy is just plain cussedness.’ 
“Not only be honest because it is 
the best policy, but because it is right. 
It is never right to do wrong. Re- 
fuse to work in a store where they 
expect you to be dishonest; better lose 


you job than to lose your character. 


“Re broadminded ana unselfish. You 
ought to know your special depart- 
ment better than any other departs 
ment of the store, but you ought not 
to be content with just knowing that 
one department. Do not be censori- 
ous or critical in your judgment of 
those who do not always agree with 
you in your convictions. Be kind 
in your remarks concerning those 
who are working with you and about 
you. Do not permit yourself to gos- 
sip and retall scandals. Do not laugh 
and sneer at those- who may have 
fallen. The banana peeling may be 
under your foot tomorrow. 

“The saleslady should seek to main- 
tain her good reputation and build up 
a good character. No young woman 
cin be too careful in this respect. 1 
believe that the salesiady and all 
other working girls of this city, as a 
class, are as honorable and upright 
as any other class of young women to 
be found in the city of Los Angeles. 
Young women from every walk in life 
today are subjected to about the same 
temptations, but society has made it 
a little more difficult for the young 
woman who is clerking in a store 
than possibly for the girl who lives, at 
home. 

“If you are going to and solve 
these problems for your own highest 
good and happiness, vou must have 
a moral backbone and a determination 
to do right that Christ, and Christ 
alone, can give you.”

One of the most important crops which 
now engages the attention of the growors in 
California is the sugar beet. Briefly sum- 
marized, the aspect of the world’s sugar 
Situation is this: The European nations lo- 
volved in war produced in the aggregate | 
practically 50 per cent. of the entire sugar | 
output of the world. The tide of battle rag- 
ing over the beet fields of France and Bel- | 
gium, and in Germany overrupning East 
and West Prussia, Posen and Silesia, will 
soon completely destroy these crops. With 
these fields discounted from production, and 
the possible sweeping invasiou of Germany. 
by the allied forces, it seems fair to con- 
clude that the bulk of the sugar production 
in the sections mentioned cannot be counted 
upon. As great Britain has previously 
drawn about 1,500,000 tons of sugar from 
these countries her inability to accomplish 
an equal importation again this year has 
forced her to bid competitively against the 
United States for the present 2,500,000 tons 
of Cuba, and to come even into New York 
for refined sugar, of which she has just ex- 
ported a considerable quantity. This fact 
for a while also had much to do with the 
temporary climb in sugar prices. But now 
that the beet sugar output of California, 
Colorado and Michigan is beginning to ar- 
rive at middle western and eastern points, 
it is responsible for the present almost daily 
decline in price. As soon as the beet sugar 
supply of the United States, which amounts 
to about 600,000 tons, is exhausted, and the 
demand made by England and the United 
States upon the Cuban yield has reduced 
much of the world’s available supply, it 
would appear that a great sugar shortage 
will be encountered; assuming, of course, 
that most of Europe’s sugar beet crop will 
be destroyed. The consequence of such a 
shortage will be a constant increase in the 
price of sugar. The readjustment of agricul- 
ture in Europe will necessarily require some 
years, in which time the lands that have 
been growing beets most likely will be sown 
to cereals as an offset to famine. 

The most recent report of the A. H. Lam- 
bert Company of New York, large sugar 
brokers, who are in intimate touch with con- 
ditions and well able to judge the outlook, 
says: “In our reports of the past two 
months we have prepared our clients to ex- 
pect a much higher range of prices during 
the next three to five years than have pre- 
vailed in the past ten years.” 

This year California growers raised 1,000,- 
000 tons of beets from 108,000 acres, a pro- 
duction which made 3,200,000 sacks of re 
fined sugar, worth over $16,000,000, There 
is no obstacle standing in the way of these 
growers doubling their acreage within the 
next two years and doubling their produc- 
tion, because the anticipated shortage of 
sugar in the United States should guarantee 
prices proportionate to the increased de- 
mand, which, it is predicted, will continue 
for some years. 

Of the products which Europe has ¢x- 
ported to the United States California is in 
many instances the chief producer in the |

Southern California able to supply the en- 
tire domestic consumption. The failure of 
France to put out her usual heavy yield of 
walnuts this year, and probably for a period 
of coming years, affords the Southern Call- 
fornia growers an opportunity to build up 
their industry to its desired size. 

Another almost exclusively California in- 


ficially influenced by the European struggle 
is viticulture. France, the greatest of all 
producers of wine, is seeing her prize vine- 
yards trampled upon by the contending 
armies, and a great portion of her area de- 
voted to the wine grape will thus be ren- 
dered unproductive. For many years for- 
eign wines, and especially French, constt- 
tuted the only brands offered for sale in the 
United States. But within the last few 
years California has brought her acreage of 
vineyards up to over 330,000, producing over 
42,000,000 gallons of select wines, and 129,- 
074,414 pounds of raisins, besides 6500 car- 
loads of table grapes. Providing that the 
coming. election does not see the tragic 
destruction of this $150,000,000 indus- 
try by the passing of a prohibition amend- 
ment, the growers of wine grapes should 
reap remarkable benefits from the shortage 
of superior French wines, which they are 
now able to duplicate from the luscious 
Californian grape. ; 
Although the citrus fruit, Lima beans, 
olives, figs, peaches, apricots and prunes, 
produced in large quantities in California, 
are not so directly influenced by conditions 
in Europe as the crops before mentioned, 
the food economists state that such a stu- 
pendous upheaval in the civilization of the 
day, with ite consequent destruction of lite, 
property and crops, and the fabulous waste 
of money attending it, will have the effect 
of gradually increasing the market prices on 
all foods, whether they are in the nature of 
luxuries or necessities, and whether they 
are subject to importation or exportation. 
In the light of the pressing demand for 
foods which is soon to occur our word goes 
out to the California growers to plant, and 
plant heavily, increase your acreage, prepare 
for larger harvests, because the markets for 
every food produced of the soil promise, ac- 
cording to the most conservative estimate, 
to eclinge all our past markets in extent, 
activity and profitableness. ;
